EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

Method claims 8 and 9 have been rejoined with the 
product claims therefore the restriction requirement mailed 
September 26, 2005 is hereby withdrawn. 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the prior art of record does not anticipate or render 
obvious the claimed compounds, pharmaceutical preparation 
thereof or method of use therewith. The closest prior art 
compounds are disclosed in U.S. Patent 6,410,561, Japanese 
Patent 08-325234, World Patent 01/68652 and Koehler et al . The 
compounds disclosed in these references are excluded by the 
provisos in claim 1. The references provide no motivation to 
modify the compounds disclosed therein to arrive at the claimed 
compounds . 

The claimed compounds stimulate the expression of 
endothelial nitric oxide synthase. Li et al, Sase et al, Duda 
et al and Endres et al disclose that compounds with this 
activity are useful for the treatment of cardiovascular disease, 
stroke, endothelial dysfunction, atherosclerosis, hypertension, 
diabetes and angiogenesis .
